How a Vault and a Reputation Were 
Shattered by Too Much Dy namite

“The Welldon Commu nity bank, of 
Welldon, N. Y , was robbed by 
safe- 
blowets last night. 
Nitroglycerin was 
u sed to open the bank vau lt, with dis­ 
astrou s resu lts to one ot the robbers, 
who was blown to pieces by the ex­ 
plosion. 
His confederates su ccessfu l­ 
ly looted the bank and obtained $8 5,- 
000 in cash.” 
This little item carried by the vari­ 
ou s New York papers was the genesis 
of my connection with the great YVell- 
don Commu nity bank robbery. 
A few 
hou rs after the papers carrying the 
news were on the street I was on my 
way to Welldon, ordered by the Bu rns 
agency to Investigate the case as a 
representative cf the National Bank­ 
ers’ Protective association. 
As the reader probably is not famil­ 
iar with the Welldon commu nity it is 
necessary to delay my story a trilie 
In order that the situ ation may be 
made more clear. 
This commu nity is 
one of several of the sort that may be 
fou nd In 
sou thern 
New 
York 
ami 
northern Pennsylvania. 
It was fou nd­ 
ed abou t 
1S40 
by 
an 
Englishman 
named Welldon, who was in his own 
way a seeker after a modern Utopia. 
Welldon believed that ou r whole sys­ 
tem of living in cities, crowded and 
u ncomfortable, or in cou ntry districts, 
Isolated and lonesome, was all wrong. 
He believed that the small commu nity,

arou nd a common center, and yet not 
gathered so closely together 
as 
to 
make an actu al town, was the ideal, as 
well as the practical way, for mankind 
to dwell, lie had made something of a 
fortu ne in the mill bu siness 
in 
Eng 
land. 
Unable to pu t into practice In 
that cou ntry his novel idea, be came 
to America and, 
after 
considerable 
searching, fixed u pon the rich farming 
valley in sou thern New York as the 
spot most favorable for the location ol 
the Welldon 
commu nity. 
There 
he 
brou ght together abou t thirty families, 
bringing most of them from Ills native 
land, England. 
He established a co­ 
operative store, a blacksmith shop, a 
school, a chu rch, a mill, in fact, every­ 
thing needed to su pply the welfare ot 
an agricu ltu ral commu nity—Inclu ding 
the Welldon Commu nity bank. ' This 
bank, while it was owned and patron­ 
ized mainly by the people of the com­ 
mu nity, was chartered and 
managed 
as any small cou ntry bank wou ld be. 
Welldon had condu cted its affairs bin 
self at first. At bis death it had pas -ed 
to his son so far as management was 
concerned, thou gh the title remained 
In the commu nity. 
Welldon’s son had 
Continu ed the banking bu siness as su e. 
cessfu lly as hl.s father hi d done before 
him, and the bank was as prosperou s 
and sou nd as a small bank 
possibly 
cou ld be. 
It had never become a pow­ 
er, bu t on the other hand, it. had never 
been in trou ble once du ring it: whole 
existence. 
Welldon’s son had di si a t» *w years 
before the robbery occu rred, and the 
management thereu pon 
bad 
passed 
Into the hands'of Giles, the ca.- filer. 
He had done Thlly as well by the bank 
as the Welldons had, and the 
com 
reu nify had tru sted its'.money to the 
bank’s care as Implicitly as ever. The 
bank had proved time and again that 
it was panic-proof; hu t it wasn’t lmr- 
glar-proof. 
Alter over sixty-five years 
of su ccessfu l operation it had been 
cleaned ou t by the conventional acci­ 
dent of 
safe-blowing. 
Altogether 
It 
was a remarkable situ ation. 
I fou nd the little place In the great 
est s*ir of its history when 1 alight* d 
from the accommodation train that 
carried me from the nearest city u p 
the spu r to Welldon commu nity There 
wasn't mu ch of a town 
at 
Welldon, 
only a few stores, offices, warehom * : 
and hou ses stru ng along the road In 
the center of the tarins ol the valh y 
The hank was a neat, old gray-;-tone 
bu ilding that occu pied 
a 
position ot 
honor in the middle of It all. 
It was- a 
compact, stu rdy looking bu ilding, ob­ 
viou sly bu ilt with a view to gu arding j 
as well as possible whatever might be 
kept inside. Arou nd the bu ilding were 1 
gathered most of the people ol the j 
commu nity. 
The rest ot them were 
bu zzing arpu nd the u ndertaker's : hop j 
across the road, where the body of i 
the slain safe blower lay for the pres- j 
ent. 
The cou nty sheriff and the 
c o r o i 
ner were doing their respective du ties ; 
In assertive fashion, and the people ’ 
had to content themselve- with stand­ 
ing ami looking at the ou trides oi the 1 
bu ildings containing the objects that i 
had arou sed 
their 
cu riosity. 
They j 
were the most shocked 
and 
horror- 
stricken grou p that I bad Been for a 
long time. 
It was the first real crime ; 
of any importance that had ever been 
committed In the valley within the 
memory of the oldest Inhabitant, and 
the commu nity was so awed by the 
shock of it that there was scarcely a 
thou ght left in the whole crowd. 
I went to the bank first and my card 
let me In past, the sheriff s depu ty, 
i 
was received by Mr. Giles, the presi­ 
dent of the bank, and the hoard of di­ 
rectors, who were assembled In the 
banking room. They were glad to see 
mo. 
This was something 
altogether 


ou t of 
their line, and thoj were 
re­ 
lieved to 
have 
some one arrive on 
whom they cou ld u ntoad the bu rden ot 
their worry. 
I h id » eared for years that It was 
coming,’* said Giles. “Every night for

tion of new vau lts, tou t you gentlemen 
of the directorate have seen fit to be 
lleve that economy shou ld continu e to 
tie ou r watchword. 
Far be it front me 
to pretend to criticize, bu t there might 
be a different tale to tell tills morning 
U there had been a modern vau lt in 
this bank.” 
“Oh, well,’* said one ot the directors, 
“1 su ppose these Bafe-blowers 
cou ld 
get into any kind of 
n sale, cou ldn't 
they, Mr. Cornell?" 
“Some of them can." I replied. 
“It 
depends on their skill 
Su ppose We 
take a look at the safe.” 
Giles promptly led u s into the rear 
room, where t h e * a u lt was located, 
l 
never have seen a vau lt or sate that 
had been u sed more rou ghly than the 
one that now was before my eyes. 
In 
the langu age of the profession, It had 
been "nil shot to pieces.” 
The door 
had been cracked and torn and twist­ 
ed and fiu ng across the room. 
Piece» * 
ot bolts, hart? and Iron were lying all 
ove.x 
It was Impossible to tell what 
kind of a door 11 had been that locked 
in the, Welldon, commu nity’s money, 
so shattered 
was 
It. 
An 
enormou s 
amou nt of horse blankets 
had 
been 
u sed to mu ffle the sou nd of the explo­ 
sion. 
"A big charge,” I said; “a desperate­ 
ly ldg charge. They mu st have wanted 
to make .* u re of blowing her open and 
didn't fear to make a noise. 
Please 
leave everything Ju st as It Is and let 
u s step across and look tit 
the

He Jed the way hack to his office Jn 
the bank bu iidlnz tu id told the story 
in a carefu l, Intelligent way. 
There

He had beer) called down to the bank j 
at 0:30 that morning by

na n who, while parsing to his work, 
had seen that the front 
door of

bank- bu ilding war u nlocked. 
He had i 
gone in at once, In company with the 
workman. 
He hail fou nd the door be­ 
tween the banking room and the vau lt 
room locked, as u su al. He had opened j 
the door and had fou nd the dead bu r- 1 
glar and the looted safe, mu ch as we j 
had men the root i. 
Eighty-five Dem­ 
and dollars in large bank notes had j 
been taken 
Rome hu ndreds ot do! 
iars' worth of smaller hills and abou t 
a thou sand dollars' worth of silver had 
not t eon tou ched. 
Nobody had been j 
fou nd who had heard the 
explosion, 
end there was absolu tely no trace ot 
the robbers. 
That wn 
Giles’ story. 
It wa 
told • 
in precise, clerical fashion, greatly tn 
contrast to the storv of 
the 
sheriff, | 
j who, when he was called In, 
rambled 
; abou t bloodhou nds and 
posses 
and .
